Investigating Officer Dc 
Lorraine Lumb said since 
the incident occurred, offi¬ 
cers have been carrying out 
a wide range of enquiries 
and reviewed of hours of 
CCTV footage from inside 
and outside the nightclub. 

She said: “This has taken 
several weeks. We have also 
been working closely with 
the victim to try and build up 
a clear picture of what hap¬ 
pened to her in the early 
hours of that Sunday morn¬ 
ing as well as establishing 
the circumstances leading up 
to the assault. We are releas¬ 
ing these two CCTV images 
of a man who we want to ini¬ 
tially identity and then speak 
to as a key witness.

Six in ten fires start in kitchen 


ALMOST 60 per cent 
of all house fires in 
Essex this year have 
started in the kitchen. 

Essex County Fire 
and Rescue has 
warned residents to 
take more care after it 
emerged that more 
than 30 per cent of all 
house fires in the 
county were started 
by people cooking. 

And ten per cent of 
kitchen fires are start¬ 
ed by people after a 
night out. A 
spokesman said: “A 
particular problem 
occurs where people, 
after enjoying a night 
out, return home and, 
feeling peckish, they 
start to prepare a fry 
up or more commonly 
chips and then end up 
dozing off at the 
kitchen table leaving 
the pan alight.” 

More than 20 per 
cent of kitchen fires 
this year have 
occurred in homes 
with no smoke detec¬ 
tors fitted. 

Basildon station 
officer Bryan 

Mansfield said: 
“More house fires 
start in the kitchens 


than any other room in 
the home and taking 
care in the kitchen is 
one of the more 
important fire safety 
precautions anyone 
can take.” He urged 
residents to take pre¬ 


cautions such as keep¬ 
ing tea towels and 
loose clothing away 
from cookers, keeping

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Golf course death inquest opens

AN INQUEST into the death of a man found near 
Basildon Golf Course was officially opened last 
Thursday. 

Michael Redmond, 47, of The Vale, Basildon, 
was officially pronounced dead on August 12, 
after police discovered his body in woodland on 
Basildon Golf Course. 



INQUIRY: An inquest has been opened after

He had been missing since July 5. 

Assistant coroner Eleanor McGann formally 
opened her investigation into the death at the Civic 
Centre in Chelmsford. 

Coroner's officer Paul Gammon told Mrs 
McGann that Mr Redmond's disappearance came 
one day after police were informed of concerns 
over his mental state. 

He said: “On the fourth of July his mother 
became increasingly concerned for his welfare, 
with police considering a section.” 

The last known sighting of Mr Redmond was 
close to the 13th hole on Basildon Golf Course at 
7.15pm the following day. 

Mr Gammon said Mr Redmond was ‘last seen 
running barefoot across a golf course towards 
some woods’. 

He had been to the Club Kingswood gym earli¬ 
er that evening. 

Police carried out extensive searches of the 
course in July, with help from marine forces and 
sniffer dogs, but failed to discover a body. 

They continued issuing witness appeals after 
calling off their search and began looking into 
areas Mr Redmond was known to frequent, as far 
away as Wales. 

Specialist search officers returned to the course 
with Met Police search dogs on Monday, August 
12 . 

They discovered his body within hours of 
launching the new search. 

An Essex Police spokeswoman last week denied 
the search was prompted by a tip-off. 

Chief Inspector Paul Howell, lead investigator in 
the case, declined to specify the location where the 
body was found and said he was ‘not in a position 
to comment’ on whether it had been buried or con¬ 
cealed. 

He told the YA a post mortem examination had 
failed to identify Mr Redmond's cause of death, 
but said the death was not being treated as suspi¬ 
cious. 

He claimed the decision not to treat the death as 
suspicious was taken by Dr Nat Cary, who con¬ 
ducted the post mortem exam under police super¬ 
vision. 


Mrs McGann said at last Thursday's hearing that 
although police were still awaiting toxicology 
results, they had ‘ruled out any third party involve¬ 
ment’ and Mr Redmond's body could therefore be 
released to his family. 

Mr Gammon read out Mr Redmond’s medical 
history, which included treatment for ‘steroid 
abuse’ and ‘generalised anxiety disorder’ in 2003, 
‘alcohol abuse’ in 2008, ‘post-traumatic stress dis¬ 
order’ in 2009 and ‘anger management’ in 2010. 

He told the court Mr Redmond was a previous 
‘heavy smoker’ and was diagnosed as a ‘cardio¬ 
vascular event risk’ in 2010. 

Chief Inspector Howell said last week that police 
had concluded their investigation into the death. 

He said: “We will put together a file for the coro¬ 
ner and continue to work with the family to make 
sure they receive the support they need.” 


Asked about a possible investigation to deter¬ 
mine whether the body should have been found 
earlier, he said: “I think, like any sad situation, 
Essex Police always looks to review its investiga¬ 
tions and establish how it has performed.” 

Mrs McGann adjourned the inquest until 
February 2014.

Will public 
believe what 
theyVe told? 

The Prime Minister and his 
friends in the cattle industry 
are busy trying to brainwash 
the public about killing bad¬ 
gers.

Since 
then various badger culling 
schemes have failed to bring 
bTB numbers down. Farmers 
should be brought to heel now. 

The Tory-led smoke-screen 
of propaganda continues in 
newspapers such as the Daily 
Telegraph, recently showing a 
farmer in Gloucestershire tear¬ 
ful about losing cattle - (for 
which he is compensated nice¬ 
ly thank you). Is he also tear¬ 
ful about the hundreds of thou¬ 
sands he sends to the slaugh¬ 
terhouse each year because of 
lameness, mastitis and infertil¬ 
ity? The British Veterinary 
Association continues to 
repeat the myth that no other 
country has controlled the dis¬ 
ease without slaughtering 
wildlife - forgetting the UK 
itself which did just that from 
1950 to 1990. The Telegraph 
also features overblown tales 
of terror (one farmer) in 
Derbyshire, where the county 
council has decided not to 
allow culling on its land. Good 
for them. Let’s hope more 
councils follow suit. 

Those who see badger killing 
as a cheap shortcut or even a 
salve to their discomfiture at 
being rebuffed in the past are, 
like the lady in Hamlet’s play, 
protesting too much. 

It’s not surprising that the 
Tories are panicking. They’ve 
seen Brian May’s e-petition 
against the cull escalate to 
more than 260,000 signatures 
- the most signed e-petition on 
the government’s website. 

This government must be 
made to realise that, if the bad¬ 
gers go - then so will they.

Austen classic

I T is 200 years since Jane Austen 
completed her most challenging 
novel but it still enchants readers 
and audiences alike. 

Following last year's successful 
tour of Mansfield Park, the Theatre 
Royal Bury St Edmunds will be tak¬ 
ing their spell-binding production 
back to audiences across the UK 
for the second year running. 

The production, adapted for the 
stage by Tim Luscombe and 
directed by Colin Blumenau, pre¬ 
miered to critical acclaim last year 
and several members of its original 
cast, including Geoff Arnold, are 
returning for this year's tour which 
will begin at Palace Theatre, 
Westcliff, on Tuesday, September 
3, where it will remain until 
Saturday, September 7. 

Geoff, who walked straight into a 
part in Mansfield Park's first tour 
last year after just coming out of 
drama school, is looking forward to 
returning to the stage in not one, 
but three challenging roles. 

Jane Austen's tale follows the 
intelligent and young Fanny Price 
who is dropped into the midst of 
the bustling aristocratic household 
of her uncle, Sir Thomas Bertram. 

Geoff said: “Fanny Price is from a 
middle class family. Her father is a 
heavy drinker and she is taken 
under the wing of her uncle. 

“It is all about her love of her 
cousin Edmund. Fanny is dying of 
love for the man. “She has an 
awful aunt who doesn't like her 
and is always trying to put her 


down. 

She battles to have their love and 
to be accepted into their way of 
life.” 

After being unceremoniously 
uprooted from her humble family 
home she finds herself buffeted 
from one crisis to the next in the 
company of her cousins and their 
well-to-do friends. 

Geoff plays Sir Thomas' eldest 
son, Tom Bertram, as well as Mr 
Rushworth - a wealthy man who 
becomes engaged to Sir Thomas' 
eldest daughter, Maria - and 
William Price, a naval midshipman 
who is Fanny's older brother. 

He begins rehearsals next week 
but while he will be playing the 
same three characters in this 
year's production, as he did last 
year, he admits to having forgotten 
some things. 

He said: “There are a few of us 
doing the tour again and we are 
being joined by four new members 
so I am looking forward to meeting 
the new cast. 

“I am playing the same people as 
last year and while I do remember 
things, sometimes things slip. 

“Tom is great fun to play. He is 
the eldest son of Sir Thomas and 
he does everything his father does¬ 
n't want. He spends too much of 
his time spending his father's 
money and doesn't work on the 
estate. He nearly dies and eventu¬ 
ally he is a reformed character. 

“Mr Rushworth is the suitor of the 
eldest daughter. He is a bumbling 
idiot and completely hopeless and 
everyone feels sorry for him. There 


are lots of moments where he is 
chasing her around and she is run¬ 
ning off and chasing someone else. 
He has lots of money but not a 
huge amount of brains. 

“William Price is Fanny's brother 
who is very much matter of fact 
and straight headed, he is a very 
caring character and the complete 
opposite to Tom.” 

With so many characters to play, 
and so little time to change behind 
the scenes, Geoff says he has 
become confused at times. 

He added: “There are very quick 
costume changes and I have to 
change my hair and glasses, and 
enter from different parts of the 
stage. During a performance last 
year I ran on stage as Mr 
Rushworth, who wears glasses, 
and completely forgot to put them 
on. 

“It is great fun to play all the char¬ 
acters as they have different ener¬ 
gies and it can be quite challeng¬ 
ing.”

Elysium (15, 109 mins) 

A ccordingly to a recent report 
by the Organisation for 
Economic Co-operation and 
Development (OECD), the gap 
between rich and poor in industri¬ 
alised nations is accelerating. 

Fast-forward a century to the set¬ 
ting of Neill Blomkamp's Elysium, 
and it seems highly plausible the 
wealth divide will be so vast that 
only the privileged few will entertain 
the possibility of colonizing new 
worlds while the rest of us scrabble 
for scraps of comfort in the dirt of a 
dying planet. 

South African writer-director 
Blomkamp painted a bleak vision of 
the future in his superb debut, 
District 9, set in the slums of 
Johannesburg. His follow-up is even 
more grim, imagining two distinct 
classes, whose chances of survival 
are directly linked to their bank bal¬ 
ance. 

The year is 2154. While most of 
the population lives in squalor on 
the surface of Earth, the wealthy 
inhabit a state-of-the-art space sta¬ 
tion called Elysium governed by 
President Patel (Faran Tahir) and his 
no-nonsense Secretary Of Defense, 
Delacourt (Jodie Foster). 

She is charged with ensuring that 
refugee ships from Earth do not 
land on Elysium to take advantage 
of medical bays installed in every 
home. 

Back in the slums on terra firma, 
factory worker Max DeCosta (Matt 
Damon) grafts long hours for mea¬ 
gre pay. He is involved in an indus¬ 


trial accident resulting in exposure 
to dangerous levels of radiation. 

Max knows his only hope is to 
breach Elysium's defences so he 
can access a medical bay and ban¬ 
ish the cancer that is ravaging his 
system. 

Local criminal Spider (Wagner 
Moura) agrees to help if Max will 
help to steal secrets from the mind 
of John Carlyle (William Fichtner), 
CEO of the corporation responsible 
for constructing Elysium. 

A deal is struck and Max is fitted 
with an exoskeleton, hardwired into 
his brain, to bolster his strength and 
allow a data download from 
Carlyle's mind. 

However, the path to Elysium is lit¬ 
tered with obstacles, not least 
Delacourt's favourite contract killer, 
a sadistic mercenary called Kruger 
(Sharlto Copley). 


Although it lacks the depth of 
District 9, Elysium is an entertaining 
yarn which unfolds at a brisk pace, 
punctuated with flashbacks to 
Max's childhood to establish a 
romantic bond with a nurse called 
Frey (Alice Braga). 

In the absence of a decent back- 
story for his protagonist, Damon 
doesn't have any emotional meat to 
sink his teeth into and simply 
imposes his physical presence on 
the film. Foster slinks with lip¬ 
smacking glee while Copley, star of 
District 9, is wasted in an under¬ 
nourished supporting role. 

Action sequences are slickly 
orchestrated and Blomkamp brings 
together all of the surviving charac¬ 
ters for a rousing slam-bang finale, 
that proves one brave man can 
make a difference.

He explained: “When we first start¬ 
ed all the music magazines said we

“I couldn't understand why every¬ 
one was saying we were a London 
band. 

“Maybe it was to do with the fash¬ 
ion side of it that surrounded us 
back then. 

“It was always important to us to 
get to other places and get a good 
response, so the tour will be a wel¬ 
come back to that kind of thinking. 

“We're looking forward to coming 
to Southend as we have never 
played there, but we know a lot 
about the music scene that has 
been going on there for a long 
time.”

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I T is not just all about birds at 
RSPB's Rainham Marshes, 
there's plenty of other wildlife to 
see as well as things to do with all 
the family.

The 
former military firing range, which 
had been closed to the public for 
more than 100 years, has been 
transformed into an important 
place for nature as well as a great 
place to visit since opening to the 
public in 2006. 

Its £2million visitor centre - which 
is full of environmentally friendly 
features, has picked up architec¬ 
tural awards over the years and 
boasts a cafe and shop - is a great 
place to start a tour of the site as 
you can gaze across its vast 
reserve through huge viewing win¬ 
dows. 

From there you can make your 
way along a network of nature 
trails and two-and-a-half miles of 
boardwalk that weaves its way 
around the site, all of which is 
designed to give access to all 
including those using wheelchairs 
and families with pushchairs. 
Wander along these and you will 


find two bird hides and several open 
viewing areas as well as a family ori¬ 
entated Marshland Discovery Zone, 
and if you keep your eyes peeled 
there are plenty of other visitors of 
the feathered and fury kind that may 
catch your eye. 

A wide range of different birds 
can be seen at Rainham Marshes, 
which has been designated a Site 
of Metropolitan Importance for 
Nature Conservation and designat¬ 
ed a Site of Special Scientific 
Interest by Natural England, includ¬ 
ing avocet and lapwing, as well as 
little egrets and even hunting pere¬ 
grines. 

Summer highlights include black¬ 
tailed gotwits, yellow wagtails, oys- 
tercatchers, water voles, water 
shrews and marsh frogs, while 
Autumn highlights include jack¬ 
daws, barn owls, white fronted 
geese, dragonflies, stoats and 
weasels. During the winter months 
you will see large flocks of wild 
ducks, and in the spring the 
reserve is frequented by breeding 
wading birds.

SOUTHEND maintained their 100 
per cent record after cruising home 
against ten-man Northampton on 
Saturday.

A fiery start to a game, that saw 
Northampton dominate, almost 
reached boiling point as early as six 
minutes when a careless Will Atkin¬ 
son challenge on Joe Widdowson 
saw referee, Andy Davies, point to 
the spot. O’Donovan went for place¬ 
ment - rather than power - and 
Daniel Bentley guessed right, but 
still pulled off a terrific save. 

A succession of needless bookings 
then ensued, culminating with Hack¬ 
ett - back after injury - flattening 
Straker with a high challenge. Hav¬ 
ing already been cautioned, the wide 
man then saw red. Cobblers’ boss, 
Aidy Boothroyd admitted: ‘You’re 
asking for trouble when you go into 
a challenge with both feet off the 
ground’. 

But, despite being down to ten 
men, the Cobblers went on the offen¬ 
sive and were denied an opener by a 
smart John White goal line clearance 
after Ben Tozer rose highest from 
Darren Carter’s set-piece. 

Having earlier gone close from the 
industrious Ryan Leonard, 
Southend’s patience paid off on 37 
minutes when Straker inadvertently 
blocked Eastwood’s and the ball 
landed kindly for the converted 
winger to head past a stranded Matt 


Duke. 

Despite chasing the game, the visi¬ 
tors should have levelled on 57 min¬ 
utes when O’Donovan dispossessed 
Laird - who was subsequently 
injured when falling - and the ball 
fell kindly for Gary Deegan, who 
had a clear sight of goal, but pulled 
his shot wide of Bentley’s far post. 

Five minutes later, the game was 
effectively over when skipper White 
cleverly rolled a pass into East¬ 
wood’s path and the striker’s first¬ 
time effort gave Duke no chance. 

Having been let-off from a red card 
the previous weekend, Corr was 
‘champing at the bit’ and should 
have increased the Blues’ lead, but 
drilled wide from only eight yards 
out on 70 minutes, before Duke 
pulled off a superb save six minutes 
later to deny the Irishman. 

Northampton then offered very lit¬ 
tle in the closing stages, but a defen¬ 
sive slip almost allowed young 
prospect, Ivan Toney, an unlikely 
consolation, but his back header was 


cleared. 

Straker said: ‘We are enjoying our¬ 
selves at the moment and there’s a 
good feeling in the team. We needed 
that bit of luck, but the hard work is 
paying off. If we had gone a goal 
down [from the penalty kick] the 
lads would have still tried harder and 
harder going with the same attitude’. 

Having bagged his first goal in a 
Southend shirt, Straker added: ‘Fred¬ 
dy [Eastwood] had taken a shot, I 
took a little gamble - and for once it 
has paid off. Whenever Freddy’s on 
the ball, you know he’s going to do 
something. It’s nice to score, as I did¬ 
n’t manage even one last season; let’s 
see how many I get this season’. 

With Southend now climbing to 
second spot in League Two, Straker 
said: ‘We hope we can be there 
throughout the season. But, at the 
end of the season, these three wins 
could be the difference. Things do 
get harder, but hopefully we can 
carry on picking up points’, 

Boothroyd - pulled no punches - by 


adding: ‘We were naive. The penalty 
miss and the sending-off changed it 
- but you have to give credit to your 
opponent. Southend played well and 
got what they deserved. Hopefully, 
we can look back at this game and 
learn some key lessons. It was a 
game of ‘ifs’ and ‘buts’ and maybe 
we’ll just have to take it on the chin. 
But, well done to Southend’.

ESSEX have signed the prolific scoring 
Indian opener, Gautam Gambhir. 

The Delhi born 31 year-old, who has 
made 54 Test appearances for his coun¬ 
try, replaces Hamish Rutherford as 
Essex’s overseas player. Rutherford will 
return to New Zealand after the Friends 
Life t20 Finals Day for pre-season train¬ 
ing ahead of their domestic and interna¬ 
tional competitions. 

Gambhir is expected to make his 
Essex debut in the LV= County Cham¬ 
pionship match with Northants on Tues¬ 
day August 20 for the Colchester Crick¬ 
et Festival at Castle Park, and will be 
available for the remaining LV= County 
Championship and Yorkshire Bank 40 
matches of the season. 

Gambhir said: "I am delighted to have 
this chance to make my county cricket 
debut with Essex. After the IPL ended I 
was looking to play some competitive 
cricket and playing for Essex will give 
me that opportunity. 

“I hope I can make some meaningful 
contributions to Essex in the ongoing 
season." 

Essex head coach Paul Grayson said: 
“Gautam is a player with real pedigree, 
which has been showcased on the 
biggest stages in world cricket. He will 
no doubt bring his experience to the 
squad during an important stage of the 
season for us in the LV= County Cham¬ 
pionship and Yorkshire Bank 40 compe¬ 
tition.” 

A left-handed batsman with 4,021 test 
runs to his name, Gambhir plays first- 
class cricket for Delhi and led the 
Kolkata Knight Riders, alongside 
Essex’s Ryan ten Doeschate, to the IPL 
title in 2012. 

He made his test debut against Aus¬ 
tralia in 2004 and his latest test appear¬ 
ance came against England at Nagpur in 
December 2012. 

In a shock move Essex have also 
announced that England spinner Monty 
Panesar is to join them until the end of 
the season. 

The move comes after Sussex 
informed the England international that 
he would be released following the con¬ 
clusion of their investigation into an 
incident outside a Brighton nightclub a 
few weeks ago.
